Having completed three months as acting Medical Officer 
to the Mohawk Institute, I beg leave to draw your attention to 
some of the medical and hygienic conditions that have come to my 


notice. 
I am happy to inform you that my relations with the 


Principal and Matron have been most cordial, and that I have 
received the utmost cooperation from all members of the Staff. 


In my opinion the general health of the pupils has been 
very good, with a notable absence of respiratory infections. 


Forty cases were referred to Lady Willingdon Hospital 
during this period, They consisted of 36 cases for removal of 
Tonsils and Adenoids; 2 cases of Acute Rheumatic Fever; and 
2 cases of Interstitial Keratitis found to be Wassermann positive 


and requiring anti-syphilitic treatment. 


Two cases of Vincent's Stomatitis were referred to Dr. 
Bradley Linscott for dental treatment. 


Several cases of Impetiga Contagiosa were found and cleared 
up reapidly with sulphathiazole ointment. 


General inspections of all buildings were made and many 
unsatisfactory conditions were found. 


Dishes were being washed in soapy water too infrequently 
changed, and dried with none too clean dish towels. It was 
recommended that they be scraped clean, washed in soapy water, 
rinsed in clear water, dipped in HTH 15 solution and dry racked. 
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Roller hand towels were found to be in use in the pupils’ 
wash rooms. On several occasions they were found to be very dirty 
and unsanitary. In my opinion they should be discarded and paper 
towels provided. 


It was found that the female pupils are using cloth 
sanitary napkins which are washed in the school laundry. It is 
strongly recommended that they be dispenses with, and disposable 
sanitary pads be supplied instead. 


There are no seats or tables in the boys' recreation room, 
It is suggested that barrack room benches and tables might be 
obtained for this purpose. 


Flour and sugar were found stored in bags and exposed to 
mice. It was recommended that such commodities be purchased in 
one bag quantities and kept in covered metal containers. 


Bread was found kept in open baskets, exposed to flies 
and mice. It was recommended that screened open shelves be built 
for storing bread. 


In my opinion the refrigeration space is presently very 
inadequate, and the equipment is not in good working order. 


There is no ice available to cool milk at the dairy, and 
insufficient refrigeration space for its storage. 


The outbuildings are infested with rats, and the Brant 
County Health Unit has been consulted regarding means to eradicate 
this menace. 


It is hoped that arrangements can be made to carry out 
the above mentioned recommendations without undue delay.

Qn Tuesday and Wednesday of 1 » I made an ins- 
pection of the alterations and additions now being carried out by 
the Schultz Bros. Co. Ltd. of Brantford, to the Mohawk Institute. 


The work is progressing very satisfactorily and sofar, 
the workmanship and materials are 2 best. The footings are 
all in for the foundations and the basement walls are under cons- 
truction. The necessary partitions have been removed in the base~- 
ment to provide for the new toilet rooms, one for the boys and one 
for the girls, and the plumber is running his pipes for this work. 


There were a few items he plans specifications 
which Mrs. Boyce, the Principal, wou like changed, such the 
style of urinal; the closets; 26" radiators in place of 38"; the 
door of boiler room and the glass in the windows of the dining room. 
I am listing below the estimated cost f the changes asked for by 
Mrs. Boyce, and I would recommend that e contractors be authorized 
to make the changes as enumerated below I may say that I went 
into the c of these items carefully h t contractors, and 
vhe figures quoted below are fair and sone for t work.

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I ence to the sewage disposal for the 
building, it wil necessary to connect same with a 9" sewer 
which is approximately 300 feet from the building , to take care 
of the drainage of the addition and the new toilet rooms. The 
present sewer pipe leaving the building is not large enough and 
has not enough fall to give satisfactory drainage. It drains to 
an old pipe li the North of the buildin 
to carry a new sr pipe fr the building 
was installed ror use of Glue 
passes through t pr rty. 


I discussed the sewage disposal with the Plumbing 
Inspector for the city of Brantford , and he me that the 
g" sewer which it is provosed to use was ample in size for 
all requirements of the glue factory and the school, and that the 
city of Brantford would approve of the connections being made to 
this sewer line. 


As the city Of Brantford will not allow rain water 
collected from the roofs to be emptied into the sewers, it will 
therefore be necessary to run a separate rain water pipe to carry 
away rain water from the building, and it is proposed to carry 
this pipe in the same trench with the sewer pipe and empty it into 
@ pit filled with broken stones approximately 32 from the 
building. The estimated cost of the work is $596.00 and I beg 
to recommend that the Contractors for the school be authorized to 
proceed with the work at once, in order to have it completed before 
the gound freezes, the cost of same to be added as an extra to their 
contract. 


I may add tha point where > new sewer pipe will 
join the 9" main,is approximately 35' below the level of the 
basement of the building, also the outlet for the rain water pipe

You will no doubt recall our discussions when I 
was in London, with reference to the Mohawk Institute, at 
Brantford, and the needs of the institution, particularly 
in regard to the additions to buildings. I am sure that 
the Governors of the New England Company will be giad to 
learn that we are now carrying out the very extensive im- 
provements whioh I outlined at that time. 


The main building is lacking in sanitary conveniences 
and, in order to remedy thie condition, we are making altera- 
tions in the basement to provide toilet rooms for the boys and 
girle. In these toilet rooms will be installed Plumbing fix- 
tures of the latest design. 


There is no adequate refeoctory accommodation in the 
institution, and, to provide this mich needed improvement, 
we are constructing an addition at the rear of the building. 
This addition will contain in the basement, a large dining 
zoom and a new kitohen and store rooma adjacent, directly 
conneoted to the main building. Over the dining room will be 


constructed at a later date, an assembly hall with accommoda~ 
tion for approximately 300 people. 


The heating system as installed at the present time, 
consists of one small hot water boiler and two warm air fur- 
naces. These do not provide sufficient heat to make the 
building comfortable during the winter months. To remedy this 
condition, we are installing a vapor system of heating in the 
entire building. This also includes the building of a new 
boiler room adjacent to the building , at the rear.

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The present alterations also provide space 
for a laundry ond the necessary machinery will be provided 
in order that the greatest efficiency in this branch may 
be attained. 


The contract for the work was awarded some time 
ago to the Sohults Bros. Co. Limited of Branfford, Ont., 
at a cost of $35,000.00.

In connection with the alterations and additions 
now being made to the Mohawk Institute, laundry machinery 
will be required to complete the laundry. They have at 
present at this institution, a washer manufactured by the 
Toronto Laundry Machinery Co. which has been in use 4 great 
number of years. The washer has an excellent brass cylinder, 
but the outer casing and supports, eto., are badly in need 
of repair. They have also a 26" solid curb extractor which 
4@ also in need of repair. 


As both these machines, if properly overhauled, 
will last for many yeare, I beg to recommend that they be 
shipped to the factory in Toronto and completely overhauled 
pefore being installed in the new laundry. The estimated 
cost of re-constructing these machines is approximately 
$400, 00, 


With reference to the washer, I may say that ,after 
being overhauled, it will be of a much superior etyle than 
would be possible to purchase at the present time, on account 
of its solid brass cylinder. The cost of renewing these 
machines with new ones would be approximately $1,000, 00. 


I have discussed this matter with the Toronto 
Laundry Machinery Co., and they advise me that it would 
take two weeks to overhaul t machines.

GROUND FLOOR : mhe existing floor on the ground floor is of 
soft wood. It is badly worn and new hard wood flooring is required 


The main corridor is poorly lighted and to remedy 
this condition, it will be necessary to install glass in the doors 
of the several rooms opening out of the corridor. 


New stairs #6 required in the boys' end of the 
building, leading to the basement. The existing dining room in 
the basement be converted into a boys' recreation room and 
this stair w be required to provide access from the recreation 
room to the class-room and dormitories above.

All of the corridors , officers' rooms and 
office require to be decorated and all of the wood work painted. 


As there is only one bath oom provided in the 
building for use of the staff, an additiorf/one should be arranged 
for on the ground floor. There is a small bed room which can be 
converted economically into a bath room. 


The gitls' class room which is too large for the 
purpose, should be divided by a partition in order to provide a 
class-room and a sewing room. The walls of this room will require 
decorating and wood work painted. 


The existing sewing room which will , in future, 
be used as a staff dining room, requires decorating and a small 
room partitioned off one end for use as kitchenette. 


All of the stairs throughout the building require 
metal treads as the existing wooden ones are badly worn.

FIRST FLOOR : The existing night toilets opening out of the 
boys’ and girls' dormitories are very poorly located , and on this 
account, are in an exceedingly unsanitary conditione It will be 
necessary to provide new toilets shich should be located on an 
outside wall , in order to provide them with a window for ventila- 
tion. This can be economically and satisfactorily arranged by 
partitioning off a small corner in each of the dormitories.

Im their present condition it makes it 
very difficult to keep the building at a uniform temperature, more 
particularly on the side from which the wind is blowing. 


I am of the opinion that all of the above work can 
be carried out at an approximate cost of $4,500.00, and I beg to 
recommend that these repairs be undertaken by day labour as , owing 
to the nature of the work, it will be possible to utilize to advan= 
tage the services of the larger boys attending the institution, 
employing where necessary , skilled labour. This procedure would 
be the most economical and satisfactory way of having the work done. 
All materials required will be puroehased after obtaining competitive 


prices in the regular way. 


The Principal has asked that if any repairs are 
carried out, to the interior of the building, that they be done 
at as early’ date as possible. As you know, they have been consi- 
derably upset since late last Fall on account of the aterations being 
made , and they would appreciate having all of the work contemplated 
at this institution finished up as soon as possible. 


If you approve of having the work as above mentioned 
carried out by day labour, I shall make arrangements for the neces~ 
sary labour and material on my next inspection of the work at the 
Mohawk Institution. 


I may say that if the repairs as above outlined 
are carried out, the Mohawk Institute will be well equipped and 
the building in 4 very satisfactory condition to carry on their 
educational work.

ity I have come to the conclusion that we should re- 
vert to horses so far as this Institute is concerned. 

Undoubtedly, we have reaped a great benefit from the 
trucks but they are now in such a condition of wear that they 
can only be a continual source of expense. 

The Ford ton truck which was handed over to us by the 
Department of Soldiers Givil Re-establishment is about seven 
years olf and worn outy whilst the Kelly is expensive to oper- 
ate and under the new taxes would be required to work continually 
to be a utility. 

We have used our truck for all town work and the marketing 
of our garden produce. It is obvious that this has been econo- 
miceal in so far as it has left our teams at home at work and has 
also saved time but under the existing conditions I would feel 
disposed to purchase a democrat or market waggon and usé an ola 
horse which is now né longer, to hold his place in a team on the 1

However, the necessity of some means of quick transport seems

Replying to your letter Gated 9th. April with regard to pur- 
chase of an electric stove, I beg to state that the finances of 
this school do not permit of this action in a reneral way but the 
circumstances governing this action forced our hand, 

Pour years ago wiring was carried out with a view to installing 
this stove as soon as we could afford to do so. Tast Fall we 
felt the need of this piece of equinoment and asked the Department 
to make this purchase as we were still unable to make the outlay. 

On receipt of your reply dated 15th. October I received the impression 
from the wording of your letter that the Department was not prepared 
to create a precedent by making such a purchase for an Industrial 
School. We still refrained from making the outlay until in 
January we were in sorry straits. Owine to the fuel shortage we 
were only able to obtain coke for cooking purposes. This was 

#14 oer ton and as it burned so quickly it was very extravacant. 

fore than this it was impossible to heat the ovens and consequently 
all the cooking had to done on top of the stoves. Our housekeeper 
had an awful time and wes becoming daily mote discourared sas she 
found it impossible to serve the meals a the proper times. The only 
solution of the problem was to cut down the amount of cooking in the 
main kitchen. 

It was impossible for me to procure anything but coke and coke 

as rapidly burning out the kitchen range. I was *aced with a 
very high fuel bill, a damaged ranee, inefficiency and possibly the 
loss of the best housekeeper we have had in years, and the install- 
ation of the electric range appeared to be the only way out of my 
difficulties. 

Our électrical dealer cave us a very good figure on the range 
and agreed to take ‘25 per quarter in payment should I find myself 
unable to make earlier settlements. The total cost of the outlay 
was “125, 

ith the foreeoing facts in mind I thoueht I was taking a very 
wise step in makine this purchase.

While in Brantford last week I visited the wk 


Institute to see what progress is being made with the new 

roof on the main building, and I may say that the work is 
progressing satisfactorily mt slowly on account of the weather 
condi tions. 


While at the Institute the Principal brought to my 
attention the urgent need of a suitable dryer for the laundry, 
They have a very fine laundry room at the Mohawk Institute 
which is equipped with a washer and an extractor, both of which 
are in excellent condition, but they have no means of drying 
the clothes except by hanging them around different parts of 
the building, which is very unsightly and unsatisfactory. The 
type of dryer furnished to other schools is one known as a 
Junior Drying Tumbler and costs $900.00. In addition to this 
there will be required a 5 H. P. high pressure steam boiler 
which will cost $265.00. If funds ean be found I would strongly 
recommend that the above equipment be furnished to the Mohawk 
Institute.

I beg to report that Monday, March 3lst, I made an 
inspection of the Mohawk Institute at srantford. Seven years 
ago alterations and improvements were made to the interior 
of the Institute and a portion of a new wing built on the rear. 
Since that time, however, only minor improvements and repairs 
have been made to the exterior and interior of the building. 
When the rear wing was erected the Chapel, which was provided for 
in the plans, was omitted, and a temporary roof ppovided over the base 
ment rooms, the intention being to complete the wing at a later date. 
the Heverend Principal is very anxious that the Chapel be erected 
this summer. ‘The estimated cost is 10,000. 


the water from the City of Brantford is very hard and at 
the present time it is being chlorinated with the result that the 
Institute are having difficulty in operating their laundry. 
she heater which supplies hot water to the building was found on 
examination to ve campletely clogged and arrangements have been made 
to install a new one, In order to provide soft water for the laundry 
i would recommend that thé existing soft water tanks, which have not b 
been in use for many years, be cleanout out and that the down pipes 
from the eave trou shing on the building be connected to these tanks; 
that a small automatic eleotric pump be installed and connected 
up to the hot water system, in addition to the imstallation of the 
pumping plant repsirs will be equired to the eave troughing. The 
cost will be approximately 500.00. 


An examination was made of the fire escapes. They consist at 
the present time of steel platforms with doors leading fram the 
dormitories and the descent is made by means of steel ladder secured 
to the wall, These fire escapes nave been up many years and are 
not of the modern type. In case of fire tie children would have 
considerable difficulty in reaching the ground. I would recommend 
that new steel stair type fire @scapes be installed in place of 
the existing ones, the cost would be approximately y2,500.00. 
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Hand operated fire gongs should also be installed in each otf 
the rooms-of—wke dormitories Also new fire hose for the interior of 
the building. 


When the alterations were made to the building seven years ago 
a new toilet was provided for in the baseent in the girls' end of 
the building, and the old toilet was patched up. ‘his old toilet 
t the present ti is in a dilapidated conditionand very unsanitary. 
In order to put it in proper shape it will be necessary to install 
four new Glosets. ‘he cost will ve ap -roximately $300.00. 


No interior decorating has been done in the building since the 
alterations were made and seven of the staff rooms are badly in need 
of redecorating. ‘the cost will be approximately 150.00. 


None of the windews in the school are provided with fly screens.

At the request of Mr. Snell, Principal of the Mohawk 
Institute here, I have examined the Steam Heating System in 
the above Institute and find that the chief trouble with the 
System is that the Condensation cannot return freely to the 
boiler through the present return trap that is in use.

This condition causes the water of condensation from the 
System to back up in the returns which prevents the Steam from 
reaching the radiators properly, the result being that the 
Heating efficiency of the System is very much reduced.

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I would advise that the present boiler return trap be 
removed and a Condensation pump be installed to pump the 
water of Condensation: back into the boiler. 

The present returns should be connected together and 
carried into the receiver of the feed pump through a 2" 
float trap. 
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This would ensure a positive and automatic return of 
the water to the boiler and a proper supply of steam to 
the radiators. I believe this will satisfactorily remedy 
the trouble there has been in this sytem. 
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The cost of the necessary automatic Feed Pump and 
Receiver and FIkt Trap etc., would be ¥450,00. This price 
does not include the cost of pipe, fittings, and labor 
necessary for installation of the above as this cost would 
be difficult to estimate and we could only change this on 
the basis of time and material required.

We visited the leading poultrymen of the neigh- 
bourhood and also spent an afternoon with Professor 
Graham, head of the poultry department at the 0.A.C. 
Everyone was very willing to give us all the infor- 
mation possible. They all advised that it would be 
unwise to purchase laying hens this Fall for the 
reason that there would be great risk of losing many 
of them, fhe price would be prohibitive, and the pro- 
duction of eggs would be seriously affected. Our 
best policy, the¥fore, would be to buy day-old chicks 
this Spring. oe 

In that case we should need three or four col- 
ony houses costing about $65 each this Spring and the 
laying pen could be be built during the Summer. 

The main difficulty lies in the management of 
the hens. A good man who understands the work could 
make a profit. On the other hand there might be a 
rather serious loss. The consensus of opinion was 
that suitable men are very hard to find. In order 
to give full time employment to a man we should have 
to keep at least 1000 laying hens which would double 
the cost of pens and equipment. Mr. Lager is doing 
well with the hens we have considering the equipment, 
and I think thet if he had’a short course at Guelph 
this Winter he might make a success with them, 

I shall await your instructions, of course, be- 
fore proceeding further in the matter.

$1300.00. Most of this sum would be the cest of material, the labour 
amounting to only about $250.00 of that sum. 


It is my opinion by using experienced labour,used to erecting 
such buildings,it will im the leng run, cost less than by trying te 
utilize school labeur whelly er in part. 


mr. Lager is certainly interested in poultry and | believe 
like the brincipal, that if he were permitted to take the short course 
at Guelph this winter, he would receive a thoreugh grounding in the 
practical side ef raising poultry and producing eggs which would give 
him confidence necessary te make a success of a fleck at the Mohawk 
Institute,whereby,;net only would suitable and necessary foed be pre- 
duced fer the children, but a training helpful te them in making a 
living in the future might be achieved.

Ag the Keverened rrincipal states, we have made a very 
thereugh examination of the general preblem ef a suitable building, 
and the care, maintenance,and cost,of a flock ef hens necessary 
for the requirements of the institute. 


All the experienced men we consulted were emphatic in 
reconmending against attempting to purchase laying hens this 
Autumm,as they claim that only young pullets should be bought and 
as the laying season has actually commenced, it would be very peor 
policy and generally detrimental te our interests to move laying 
birds to new surroundings. 


We were also informed that it was net only almest impossible 
te secure a really geod laying strainefbird,once the pullet laying 
season commenced,but even if we could,the price per bird would be 
prehibitive and make the initial eutlay for the flock tee cestly. 


Judging from this information the only time to buy a fleck 
of the size we should require would be in the early summer when the 
young pullets have grown beyond the dangerous early stages,but just 
before they begin te lay. 


Mest chicken men seem te favour the idea for a scheel like 
the Mohawk Institute that it would be wise to buy baby chicks and 
raise them te maturity ourselves. mr. onell favours this plan as he 
feels it would be excellent training fer the boys to have a working 
knewledge ef poultry from the start. In some ways that appears 
seund but this is the only thing in which 1 differ a little from the 
Principal as I am somewhat dubious of deing this at the present stage.

When Mr. Phelan was here his attention was drawn to 
the condition of the boiler for the main building and at 
his suggestion I have had the Waterous Co. send a man to 
estimate the cost of repairs. I have received his report 
in which he states that it would cost “approximately Seven 
Hundred & Forty dollars (740.00). We would not guarantee the 
boiler to be in perfect condition even after these repairs 
have been made as it has reached the point where different 
parts will deteriorate fast on account of its age and we bé- 
lieve it would be more satisfactory for you to replace your 
present boiler with a new one.”

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At the same time they submitted a tender for a new boiler 
No. 8522, having a net rating of 11,328 feet radiation for 
$1978.00. The dead plates and adjustments for the stoker 
would be extra and to be done by the stoker manufacturers. 
This would cost approximately $150.00. 
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I may say that the Waterous representative did not take 
the measurements of the radiation which we have installed, 
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I also took the matter up with Mr. E. P. Oliver who 
does work of this kind for us and on whose advice and work 
I can place implicit confidence, He, with a heating expert, 
went over our radiation and reports that we have 4120 feet 
net which with 500 feet to provide for a possible new chapel 
would make our total 4620 feet. He, therefore, advises a 
smaller boiler of the same make with a net rating 6f 7760 
feet which would amply take care of our needs and would be 
less expensive in the consumption of coal. The cost of this 
(including dead plates would be $1765.00. This is not only 
a@ much smaller cost than the Waterous tender but,taking into 
consideration the difference in the prices of the two boilers, 
Mr. Oliver's charge for instalation is considerably less. I 
would, therefore,recommend, if it is decided to indtall a 
new boiler, to accept the offer of Mr. Oliver. In both cases 
a Waterous boiler is to be used, the only difference being 
in size.

As stated in my letter to the Principal 
it 1s considered that the estimated cost of the 
repairs is extremely high. 


It is impossible for us to decide here 
whether or not it would be more advantageous to 
supply @ new boiler than to repair the present one. 
You will note from my letter that Mr. Phelan visited 
the Mohawk Institute recently. He was not given 
any intimation of the fact that the repairs required 
for the present boiler were as extensive as the 
estimated cost would imply. 


In connection with the last paragraph of 
the Principal's letter I do not see why, in the event 
of installing a new boiler, it should be necessary to 
obtain one with a capacity of 7780 feet when the 
present radiation is only 4120 feet. 


I should appreciate it if you would visit 
the Mohawk Institute at your earliest convenience and 
review the whole matter with Rev. Mr. Snell. Following 
this Mr. Snell and yourself should make a Joint 
recommendation regarding what you consider is the most 
economical course to follow.

Major Randle is out of town and as the matter of 
boiler should be attended to before cold weather, Mr. Hilk 
came down this mornig and has been over the plant and dis- 
cussed the advisabilitiy of repaiing the present boiler 
or puttimg a new one. The present plant was installed in 
1922, I believe, and should have given some longer service. 


We agree that it would b waste of money to repair the 
old one. The cost would be nearly half the price of a new 
and when done would last only until the old parts wore out. 
I am told that the present boiler is very extravagant on 
coal and that a new boiler of the type recommended would 


save some 50 téns of coal. 


We also agree that the tender of Mr. Oliver should be 
acceptéd. In discussing the matber of a smaller boiler 
with Mr. Oliver we learned that his first idea was to re- 
commend a No.8402 which would have one-eighth (apr oximately) 
less net rating but when he talked of it with a héating 
expert he was of the opinion that the small expenditure

instalation of the distributing system. The new boiler delivers 
the steam very rapidly with the résult that the steam travels 
all the way through the system without being sufficiéntly condensed 
to be returned to the boiler by the return pump. I have had advice 
from an independent heating expert of Crane,Ltd. and he agrees that 
the cause lies in two defects in the system/(1) the system of air 
vents from the basement radiators into the the return pipes from the 
upper floors ( @ plan abandoned, he said, over twenty years ago). 
These inefficent vents allow the live steam to escape into the 
returns before condensation and, he thinks, are the main cause of 
the tpouble. I have, therefore, instructed Mr. Oliver to discon- 
nect these and plug the outlets; (2) if this does not remove the 
difficulty, it will be necessary to replace the steam traps on many 
of the radiators in the upper stories and possibly to put traps 
on the basement radiators. He also recommends a short steam line 
to the Junior school room as it is very difficult to heat, the 
rest of the building having to be overheated,in order to make it 


habitable.

I am in receipt of your letter of the 16th 
instant in connection with the heating system at the 
Mohawk Institute. 


I was surprised to read the information 
contained in the second paragraph of your letter. 
When you suggested the new boiler it was presumed that 
you had satisfied yourself that no other changes would 
be necessary in the heating system. As the matter 
stands now we have no assurance that if these new 
changes were made they would not be followed by additional 
demands for still higher expenditures. You are aware 
of the amounts expended from the New England Company 
funds at the Mohawk Institute within the past 16 months 
covering the following items: Repairs and improvements, 
new car, institution of manual training shop and at 
least one payment toward current expenses. The amount 
in this fund at the present time is totally exhausted; 
in fact it is over-expended. Under these circumstances 
it is not possible to favourably consider any further 
expenditure at the present time. 


The situation that has now arisen obliges the 
Department to make different regulations regarding 
repairs and improvements at the Mohawk Institute for 
the future than have been in effect in the past. 


In future when any extra repairs or improvements

I was surprised at the contenta of your letter above 
noted. Since I have made several references to the very 
bad instalation of the heating system and Pplumbimg, I was 
under the impression that you would take inte account this 
very bad workmanship in any reports on defects that show 
up in the system. In any event I cannot, surely, be held 
responsible for work installed before I assumed responsib- 
ility for the work of the Institute as your letter would 
imply. Almost all the expenditures for repairs that have 
consumed so much of the New England Company grant since I 
came here have been due to bad work, put over on the De- 
partment, by the contractors who installed the heating and 
Plumbing and they amount to several thousands of dollars, 
I have asked for nothing that was not absolutely necessary 
and can assure you that what has been installed since I came 
Will last as long as such instalations can be expected to 
last. 

As to the humiliating instruction that requests for re- 
pairs shall in future be made to Major Randle, I may say 
that, as you know, Major Ramdle was consulted in connection 
with the boiler and even he, sinee he knows no more then I 
concerming these things,did not discover the defects that a 
became apparent when the more efficient boiler was installed. 
In fact,none of the three heating experts who advised as to 
the new boiler suspected that the 4 stributing system would 
be found so defective. I can assure you that all reasonable 
inquiry was made at the time the new bolder was under consid- 
eration. 


I trust that you will beliwve me when I say that I am as 
eager to conserve the New England Company funds and those of 
the per capita grant as you yourself ean be and these recur- 
ring demands for repairs that should not have been necessary 
have been the cause of very sincere regret and disappointment 
to me.

I may state by way of explanation that I 
have had before me for review eudit reports from all of our 
residential schools, with the exception of one or tro 
schools located in the North Yest Territories, These reports 
indicate that the costs at the Mohawk Institute are higher 
than similar costs at any other residential school in the 
Dominion. It is just possible, of course, that the repairs 
and alterations undertaken in the years 19°°-P3 and 10?3-94 
at a cost of anproximately #50,000 were, as you state, in 
many particulars faulty and unsatisfactory. It is exceedingly 
difficult however to convince the Director or the Minister 
that the Mohawk Institute builldihe should require more costly 
repairs from yesr to year than a number of other residential 
schools in the Dominion, a few of which have been declared 
wholly unsuitable for educational purposes. 


You are yourself reasonably familisr with 
the Mount Elgin Institute building. Until recently this 
residential school has been receiving per capita grant of 
$150 as against a per capita grant of *%160 at the Mohawk 
Institute. In addition to your per capita grant you have 
been receiving approximately $5,900 per annum from the New 
England Company. If the 80 schools in the Dominion were 
receiving a grant such as this, we should be compelled to 
increase our annual estimates approximately $400,090. As 
a matter of actual fact, ve have not at our disposal a 
quarter of this amount to keep our residential scho ls in 
e state of repair. 


It would appear from the records that all 
residential schools are nominally under the direction of 
either our [Indian agents or Indian inspectors. Expenditures 
at these schools are from time to time investigated and 
approved by these officials. For some reason or other the 
Mohawk Institute has never been placed definitely under the 
direction of the Indian Superintendent at Brantford, nor 
have we insisted from time to time that expenditures at that 
institution be approved by him. I feel confident hovever 
that, in view of the steadily inereasing expenditures at the 
institution, the Minister and the officials of the Auditor 
General's Department will insist that all expenditures in 
future be approved by the Indien Superintendent, who is the 
senior official of the Department in the district. This is 
not a personal matter and there is no reason whatever why 
you shoul¢ feel either irritated or humiliated at the

should be made of the Mohawk Institute with respect to 
the ordinary procedure folloved in making expenditures 
et residential schools, this reason has not been brought 
to my attention. 


You state in the last paragraph of your 

letter: 

"Some alterations will have to be made 
in order that the new boiler may work at all. The 
work of removing the obsolete air vents, mentioned 
in my last letter, we are doing ourselves. I do 
not know how I shall get the new parts that are 
necessary as I have naturelly no belance from the 
per capita grant to take care of them". 


May I remind you that in your letter of 

December 16 you did not attempt to estimate what the cost 
of these additional repairs would amount to, nor is there 
in thet letter any assurance whatever thet additional re- 
queese will not be forthcoming in the immediate future. 

New England Company Trust Account hes been overdrarn 
to purchase the boiler. If however it is absolutely neces- 
sary thet new parts should be purchased, Major Randle will, 
no doubt, recommend their purchase to the Department. These 
purchases aust be made on the definite understanding however 
that Leng | cannot be paid for until funds are received from 
the New England Company. Insofar as acditionel expenditures 
at the Mohawk Institute are concerned, this Branch is in 
exactly the same position as you are - that is to say 
we have not at our disposal funds necessary to undertake 
adcitional repairs. 
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It is my hope that re shall be able to 
secure the services of an architect or engineer from the 
Surveys and Engineering Branch to aske a complete invest- 
igetion of the heating ecuipment, plumbing and general 
conditions at the Mohawk Institute. If the building is in 
@ condition that drastic expenditures will be necessary to 
keep it open and in operation during the years immediately 
ahead of us, I feel that these facts should be suamarized 
ané submitted to the Minister for his consideration.

The above-mentioned residential school was 
remodelled during the fiscal years 1922-23 and 
1923-24. It was originally operated under the 


Volume 6201, 
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auspices of the New England Company but they turned 
it over_to this Department about the year 1921. 
However, since that time the New England Company 

has contributed $5,000.00 a year in order to evidence 
their interest in the sohool. This money has been 
funded and expended from time to time for repairs, 
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improvements and new equipment. As a result you oan 
realize that the school shoul4é be in fairly good 


condition.

Within the last two years the Principal, Rev. 

He. We. Snell, has complained that the plumbing was 
giving considerable trouble and rather extensive 
repairs have been effected. In October last the 
Principal reported that the boiler was in a very 
unsatisfactory condition and that either extensive 
repairs were necessary or & new boiler should be 

ided. After considerable correspondence it was 
decided to purchase a Pacific steam bolier for 15 
pounds maximum working pressure having & heating 
surface of not less that 550 square feet -- gross 
rating of 9350 and net rating of 7786 square feet, 
with 15 inch extended waterleg. 
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Following the installation of the above the 
Principal advised us that the efficiency of the new 
boiler had created serious defects owing to the 
imperfect installation of the distributing system. 

He reported that the new boiler delivers the steam 

very rapidly with the result that the steam travels 

all the way through the system without being sufficiently 
condensed to be returned to the boiler by the return 
pump. The Principal called in 4 heating expert of 

Crane Limited who stated‘that there are two defects 

in the system: (1) The system of air vents from the 
basement radiators into the return pipes from the upper 
floors (a plan abandoned, he said, over twenty years ago). 
These inefficient vents allow the live steam to escape 
into the returns before condensation and, he thinks, are 
the main cause of the trouble. I have, therefore, 
instructed Mr. Oliver to A@isconnect these and plug the 
outlets; (8) if thie does not remove the difficulty, 

it will be necessary to replace the steam traps on many 
of the radiators in the upper stories and possibly to 
put traps on the basement radiators. He also recommends 
a@ short steam line to the Junior school room ae it is 
very difficult to heat, the rest of the building having 
to be overheated, in order to make it habitable.‘ 


Before authorizing any further expenditure at 
this school I considered it advisable to consult your 
Branch. I should appreciate it if you could arrange to 
have one of your officials vieit the Mohawk Inatitute 
at an early date and make @ complete investigation of 
the heating equipment, plumbing and general conditions 
at the school. If your officer considers that the 
pbuilding is in such condition as to require heavy 
expenditure within the next year or so I should like 
to have the facts summarized in order that the matter 
may be submitted to the Honourable the Minister for his 


consideration.

Last Saturday 1 personally discussed some of 
the unsatisfactory conditions of the new boiler at the 
Mohawk 4+nstitute, or conditions that had arisen through 
its installation, with tr. Donald Waterous of the 
Water@#Gompany, and arranged for their Chief sngineer 
to meet the Principal and myself there that day. 
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Mr. Cariss the Chief Engineer, made a thorough 
examination of the new boiler, water heater, and the 
installation of it, and has now made certain recommendations 
by which it’is hoped almost all difficulties will be overcome.

In regard to paragraph 3 of Mr. Cariss' letter, 
the Waterous Company have since admitted the responsibility 
of enlargin@ the present hopper is theirs, so the change will 
be made without cost to the Department. 
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i The Thermostatic control of the water heater 
reffrred to in paragraph 4 is not contemplated, so all 
the alterations to be carried out by waterous Company 
and referred to in their letter will be without ex- 
pense to the Department. 


The Principal had purchased some additional 
parts prior to my receiving your instructions contained 
in your 32-0-5 of the 30th December, but an estimate 
of any additions that may be considered urgently necessary 
will be forwarded after the results of the changes the 
Waterous Company makes are known.

This letter is to record the matters discussed 
in the course of the interview and telephone 
conversation between Mr. Snell and the writer. 


(1) - One of the troubles that you are encounter- 
ing 1s the actual or apparent lowering of the 
water level in the boiler. This is partly due 

to bubbles forming in the boiler when the stoker 
is operating, which lowers the density of the 
water in the boiler so that the colder water in 
the gauge glass cannot balance it and a drop 
takes place in the water in the gauge glass in 
order to compensate for this difference in 
specific gravity. 


We also find that the water column and feed 
regulator piping can be improved, so as to do 
away with the long column of cold water beneath 
them. This cold water as explained above makes 
both water glasses show too low « level. 


It has also been suggested that a certain amount 
of water goes out directly with the steam, there- 
by further lowering the water level. 


The consequence is that tne automatic water level 
regulator admits more water to the boiler, which 
is unnecessary, as no water has left the system. 
One of the apparent results of this action is 
that the system becomes flooded with water. 


In order to assist in checking this condition we 
are instructing the plumber to add a 2" return 
pipe, commonly known as an equalizing pipe, which

If 
this is done a column of water passes from the 
top of the heater through the Pipe to the top of 
the storage tank, and the cold water from the 


tank will flow into the lower stae of the heater. 
With the tank in its nresent elevated position 


there is no cireulation between the heater and 
the tank. 


Owing to lowering this heater it will be impossible 
to get the condensation from the stcam side of 

the neater back into the boiler by gravity. We, 
therefore, propose to run a drip pipe from the 
heater to an existing trap which discharges into 
the reservoir of the return pump. 


We have figured on miking the above changes in- 
Cluding installing a steam valve for manual 
operation. We will for the ~resent use the 
same Taco heater which you now have, as we are 
inclined to think that the next size larger 
heater might prove to be excessively larce, and 
it may prove that the present heater properly 


installed would be quite large enough for this 
purpose. 


In discussing this matter with tir. Snell the 
Matter of automatic operation was mentioned.

Im accordance with your instructions, I beg to 
submit the following report on the heating, plumbing and 
general conditions of the above noted building. 


As montioned in Dr. McGill's memorandum of Jan. 
Sra to our Director, a new Pacific steam boiler has recent- 
ly been installed in the building end the Principal report- 
ed that the efficiency of the new boiler had created ser- 
fous defeets owing to the imperfect installation of the 
distributing system. This applied particularly to the 
junior class room. As might be expected in an installa- 
tion of this kind certain changes and adjustments may be 
eee ge before the heating system would work efficient- 
ly. I ght state that a gravity system of piping is used 
for the main end upper floors and a non-gravity system for 
the basement. The pump for the non-gravity system wes temp- 
orarily out of commission on my arrival which seriously af- 
fected the heating of this part of the building until re- 
pairs were made. 
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I found that certain alterations in the piping 
system to the main and upper floors had already been made 
ineluding a 3" equalizing pipe on the boiler, end as a re- 
sult the junior class room was being comfortably heated. 
With below zero temperature outside, a temperature of 68° 
was noted in this room and at a later date with a cold wind 
blowing, the room temperature was 74° and at both times the 
boiler was working at barely two pounds pressure. The re- 
mainder of the building was comfortably heated with the ex- 
ception of the sewing room and after @ proper steam trep 
wes installed in the radiator, this room gave no further 
trouble. 


CANADA 
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Later after the pump in the basement system was 
repaired, I found this part was working quite efficiently 
at present with the air vents on these radiators plugged. 

TI would point out that it may be necessary to install proper 
steam traps on these radiators, but would suggest that no 
change be made as long ss the basement is being comfortably 
heated. These traps cost $35.75 each, 30 radiators being in 
the basement, and the traps are very easily instelled. With 
this exception I see no reason why the building should not 
be comfortably heated., 


In the specifications for the new boiler, the main 
steam line is to be tapped in such « manner that an indireet 
water heater will be piped from this main steam line to the 
hot water tank. I might say that the Chief Engineer of the

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Waterous Engine Works which Company installed the boiler 
came out to the Institute during my inspection. He agreed 
to make certain minor adjustments most of which were car- 
ried out before I left on February llth. With regard to 
the heater I understood him to s*y7 the Company would in- 
stell a larger sized one if necessary, but that he con- 
sidered a larger one might prove excessively large. On 
account of the height of the tank end position of the 
heater, it was decided to instell a circulating pump. I 
was informed the maximum temperature in the tank was 185°. 
With a lerge tank and so much water being used for gener- 
al use during the day, it cannot be expected the heater 
will keep the water in the tank at this temperature. 
While a larger sized heater may be necessery, it is my 


opinion the Company cannot be expected to do more than

hape and appearance except the bed linen in the dormitories, 
which generally speaking is old and worn and far from pleasing 
in appearance from any point of view and it would be a very 
Good thing if the principal gave more consideration to it, as 
i 


t stands out so clearly and gives a particularly bad im 
pression. 


Indiar Affairs. 


In_reply to your question as to the indians who 
could be employed in the repairs outlined, there is no 
question with supervision all the work referred to could be 
done by Indians from the Reserve. There are several really 
good painters among the indians, and the same men or others 
are quite capable of putting on the metal ceilings, while 
the other repairs do not require skill. 
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On the Principal hearing of the repairs contemplated, 
nefiis most anxious to have them carried out by the boys super- 
vised by his own staff. ‘this might be satisfactory judging by 
some of the work done by them, but it would take considerable 
time as the boys could not give steady time to earrying it out, 
60 if the *rincipal writes and suggests it, in my opinion the 
Department's intention of carrying it out during the summer 
holidays is preferable. 


The matter of the wiring on the stage and the metal 
covering under the stoves has been attended to as per your 
instructions.

Since preparation of this report in 1930 we have had very striking illustrations 
of the efficiency of your fire alarm system as a speedy fire dotector, and the 
most outstanding and most recent illustration is that in connection with the Hotel 
Dieu at Kingston. In this case the Fire Department reached the Hospital before 
any of the officials or of the patients knew that a fire was in progress, and owing 
to the prompt action of the Brigade the fire was suppressed with little or no dam- 
ages certainly there was no panic or distress on the part of any of the Inmates. 
Having now had practical illustrations of the efficiency of your fire alarm detec- 
tor systom I can give it more emphatic endorsation than the conclusion I reached in 
my report to the Hon. The Attorney General. 
I believe and most earnestly recommend that o11 institutions housing inmates old or 
young, should have an installation for the prompt detection of incipient fires, and 
I heartily commend your system as complying with the strictest roquirements,."

e: Replac Steam Boiler at Mohawk Institute. 


As reported by telephone to the Department today, it is with 
regret that I have to confirm that it will be necessary to replace 
the steam boiler at the Mohawk Institute. 


As far as can be ascertained, and possibly through inexperience, 
the member of the staff responsible for operating the boiler, failed 
to remember to shut a tap after lowering the water, consequently all 
the water was drained from the system and the boiler heated to such 
an extent that the local Inspector has declared it entirely unfit 
for further service. 


This boiler was installed in 1938 and with it was installed a 
Morrison type Low Water Cut-off, which, on the water becoming low, 
should have cut out the stoker, which would then have prevented the 
overheating which occurred, but apparently for some unexplained 
reason, this cut-off did not work. 


The Department would appreciate that under present conditions 
with high wages prevailing everywhere, it is no longer possible to 
secure, at the rate of wages paid at the Mohawk Institute, the more 
experienced employees. Consequently the employee assigned to the 
duty of operating the boiler, was not as experienced or efficient 
as has been employed in the past, and in view of these circumstances 
the Principal must to some extent be absolved from the responsibility. 
However, apart from the circumstances just outlined, the Department 
will appreciate the immediate necessity is to obtain a new boiler, 
as of course with the approach of cold weather it is urgently necessary 
for the health and comfort of the many officers and children housed 
in this building, for the building to be heated. 


This office was in touch with Waterous Limited of this city 
today, as they were the firm who supplied us with the present boiler, 
and they advised that they have a boiler suitable for our use at

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the present time. They could not quote a price today but said 
that in any event the price would be f.o.b. their yards, as at 
the present time they were not in a position to install the 
boiler, and suggested we secure one of the experienced local 
men to do the installing. 


Enquiries were also made of the Foster Wheeler Company 
in St.Catharines, and was advised it would be three or four weeks 
before they could possibly supply us with the required boiler. 


This office trusts the Department will appreciate the 
urgency of this matter, particularly in regard to the health of 
the many children who.might suffer through being housed in a 
chilly building, and trust that everything possible will be done 
to secure the immediate installation of the new boiler.

I have your letter of the 19th instant, 
with reference to the steam boiler at the Mohawk 
Institute. 


I note that the boiler will have to be 

replaced and @ this is a very urgent matter, in 

r to protest the health of the children, you may 
authorize the Principal to secure a boiler from the 
Waterous Company. The boiler purchased in 1936 cost 
$2075. Under separate cover the Principal is being 
forwarded a cheque for $2500 from New England Company 
funds in order that he may pay for the boiler when it 
is installed. 
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I have given your letter very careful 
consideration and you should inform the Principal 
that the Department takes a very serious view of 
the whole matter. I feel that it is evident that 
very little attention is being given to the 
mechanical plant, as otherwise the person in oharge 
of the boller would have made certain that the cut- 
off was working properly. 





The whole matter is so serious and 
adversely on the management that I feel 
sary to investigate the matter fully and 
I have instrueted Mr. Phelan to visit the Mohawk

Reverend Sir: 


Mr. Phelen has reported to me regarding the 
boiler at the Mohawk Institute. The Department takes a very 
serious view of what has happened, as the only conclusion 
that can be reached is that our equipment is not receiving 
the attention that it deserves. 


I understand that you intend to replace Mr. 
Bricker, the present engineer and handy man, by another 
person. Before making final arrangements with this man 
you should have him interviewed by our Superintendent, 
Colonel Randle. He will be in a position to decide if the 
man can be employed. 


Mr. Phelan interviewed the officials of the 
Boiler Inspection Branch of the Department of Labour in 
Toronto and, in the interests of all parties concerned, 
it is considered that a person holding at least fourth 
Glase papers should be engaged. If it is not possible to 
secure a person with these papers, whoever is employed 
should be hired on the understanding that he wi immediate]; 
endeavour to obtein such qualifications and, failing his 
ability to do so, the position will have to be offered to 
somebody else. P 


You will also be expected to issue ve 
specific instructions regarding the maintenanee of tf 
the heating equipment and you should teke care that she 
person in charge of the furnace during the dey personally 
rr. his duties to the one who is taking charge for 
the nigz.

Acting ‘on your instruction I visited the 
Mohawk Institute on October 27, accompanied by Indian 


Superintendent Randle. 


Colonel Randle's letter of October 19 
outlined what had happened. In interviewing the Principal, 
Reverend Mr. Snell, it was found that acting on the 
instructions of the man who is in charge of the furnace 
one of the boys lowered the water in the boiler. Instead 
of simply lowering the water he left the tap open and 
went on to perform other duties and no one checked the 
matter. About 9:30 in the evening the building became 
cold and the stoker was started without anyone ascertaining 
if there was water in the boiler. As the pipes did not 
heat the Principal again visited the boiler room and found 
the boiler ruined due to the fact that there was no water 
in it and the stoker had been running for over an hour.

From conversation with the Principal it 
appears that the so-called engineer, the boys' master and 
even the Principal operate the stoker whenever they feel 
more heat is required. I pointed out to the Principal 
that this was a very careless habit and issued instructions 
that in future the boiler should be operated by one or two 
persons and that when anyone was taking charge of the boiler 
he should take over from the one who had been handling it for 
the previous period. The Principal stated that he had 
engaged another man whom he considered qualified. We 
discussed this person's qualifications and it is possible 
that he will be an improvement on the man who has been 
employed. However, I believe that it is advisable to 
instruct Colonel Randle to interview this man and make 


certain that he is capable. 
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Another matter that arose during the course 
of our discussion was the fact that one of the cottages on 
the school property is occupied by a former member of the 
staff who secured other work some months ago. I instructed 
the Principal that this man should be requested to vacate 
this building at the earliest possible date, in order that 
we would have it available in the event of securing an 
engineer who would require accommodation. 


Indiar Affairs. 


As previously instructed, Superintendent 
Randle had made arrangements with the Watrous Engine Compan 
to secure a new boiler and Colonel Randle and I again 
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interviewed the. officials of the Watrous Company and they 
stated that the boiler was available at any time. It will 
be impossible to repair the present boiler and it is only 
suitable for sale as serap iron. Colonel Randle has arranged 
with the firm to dismantle the boiler and he has also 
arranged with another firm to install the new boiler. It 
is hoped to have the new boiler installed during the week 
of October 30. It is fortunate that the weather was 
comparatively mild; otherwise, the pupils and the staff 
would have suffered from the cold, as there was no heat 

in the building. 


Following my visit to Brantford I interviewed 
Mr. Briggs, Chief Inspector of the Boiler Inspection Branch 
of the Department of Labour in Toronto. While the low 
pressure boiler we operate at Mohawk does not actually 
require a person holding a certificate, at the same time 
it would be preferable to have such a person, due to the 
fact that the hot water boiler is a high pressure one. 
In conversation with Mr. Briggs he suggested that in the 
best interests of all parties concerned it would be 
preferable to secure a person holding at least fourth 
class papers. If the person engaged does not hold such 
papers, arrangements can be made to have him examined by 
the Board of Examiners of the Boiler Inspection Branch in 


Toronto.

Dear Colonel Randle: EXD. 


I have before me a report dated October 30, 
submitted to me by Mr. Phelan, immediately following his 
inspection of the Mohawk Institute on October 27. 


It is unnecessary to state that I have 
found the subject matter of this report and the information 
contained therein very disturbing. Despite the critical 
period in which we are living and the difficulty experienced 
by residential school principals in securing the help 
necessary to operate these institutions efficiently, I 
nevertheless find it difficult to understand the careless- 
ness that resulted in the destruction of the boiler at the 
school. This destruction was, no doubt, due in part to 
the fact that the so-called engineer, the boys' master and 
even the Principal himself were responsible from time to 
time for the supervision of the boiler and the operation 
of the stoker, Dual or triple control in the operation 
of a boiler inevitably leads to disaster. 


Ordinarily, the destruction of the boiler 
would justify us in asking the Principal for his resign- 
ation. You are probably aware, however, that it was our 
intention to ask Mr, Snell for his resignation at the close 
of the present academic year and to completely reorganize 
the school at that time. In this cOmmection I may state 
that I made arrangements for an interview with Canon Dixon 
at Toronto during the week ending November 18. In view of 
these circumstances, I feel that perhaps it Weuld be measur- 
ably satisfactory to the Minister if we had an &ssurance 
from you that you would, despite the limited time wt your 
disposal, reach an agreement with the Principal, wh¥reby 
he would consult you in respect to the qualifications of

I feel sure that even the Principal will be somewhat 
impressed by this thought.

There is on hand a considerable cuantity of 
Clothing that has been used by the boys. This has all 
been washed and cleaned and will be serviceable at least 
for working clothes. However, there is practically no 
good fener on hand for special wear and the new 
Principal will be obliged to purchase a considerable 
quantity of this if it is available, 


New winter underwear for the boys was purchased 
in 1044 and is still in reasonably good condition, 


There were on hand approximately 500 pairs of 
overalls which were forwarded to the school some months 
aso from surplus army clothing. Apparently, these over- 
alls had been used but had been washed and cleaned and 
are in reasonably good condition. There are no rubbers 
on hand for the boys.

In addition to interviewing the applicants 
for the poet en of Principal of the Mohawk Institute, 
I carefully inspected the buildings during ay trip to 
Brantford on July 6 and 7, While visiting the school 
I was accompanied by Indian Superintendent Randle and we 
had several discussions, both with the Principal, Mr. 
Snell, and with the Matron, Mrs. Snell. 


Attached to this memorandum is an invento 
of the government property on hand at the Mohawk Institute 
on July 7, 1945. I wish to bring the following matters 
to your attention: 


1. All the farm machinery is in serviceable condition 
and has received careful attention by the farmer; 
when not in use, it is stored at all times in sheds 
for the purpose, 


@ found that while there is a reasonably adequate 
quantity of clothing on hand for the girls, the supply 
of clothing for the boys for the coming acadenie year, 
ineluding shoes and rubbers, is very limited, and a 
considerable quantity of the articles mentioned will 
have to be purchased before Septenber 1. 


Generally speaking, the school is in reasonably good 
condi tion al though some of the rooms require painting. 
The Prineipel assured us that the pluobing and heating 
were now perfectly satisfactory and there should not 

3 oe heavy expenditure required in the innediate 
uture, 


The south side of the roof of the main barn 
requires immediate repairs in order to prevent future 
possible damage, The repairs required should not 
involve any heavy expenditure, 


When Mr. Snell became Principal he brought his own 
ear, Later this car was turned in when purchasing a 
new car, At that time the turn-in value of the car 
owned by Mr. Snell was $1,000.00, The ear at present 
in use has ony & turn-in value of $669.00. Mr. Snell 
felt that he should be allowed to take this old ear, 
in view of the fact that he had supplied the first car. 
T thought this was reasonable and approved of such 
aetion, As a matter of fact, he has always carried 
the licence of the car in his own name. When the new 
Principal is appointed the question will arise about

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the purehase of a car for him and I feel that we 
should purehase the car outright and have it licensed 
in the name of the School. 


The truck that we gevomaces several years ago was 
completely worn out about 6 or 9 months aco and was 
sold by the Principal for $150,00,- whieh emount 
Indien Superintendent Randle considered reasonable. 
The school actually needs a small truck for carrying 
garden produce and the green-house plants, ete., to 
the Brantford sarket. rly consideration shoula be 
given to the purehase of this vehicle, 


I also attach to this report a statement prepared by 
Mr. Berthe, Departmental Auditor, with reference to 
the farming operations for the tiseal years 1943-44 
and 1944-45, Colonel Randle and I reviewed these and 
the former considered them reasonably satisfactory 

but he feels that a new principal could make a better 
showing by keeping @ stricter stpervision on the oper- 
ations of the farm and green-house, The farmer, Mr. 
Haworth, has been in our employ for several years and 
has an excellent knowledge of farming. He is a splendid 
worker, As stated above, the machinery is kept in 
excellent condition and the farming operations are 
carried out efficiently. However, there is no doubt 
that if the Principal gave more personal attention to 
this phase of the school's work, it would be an encour- 
agement both to the farmer and the gardener to put 
forth extra effort.

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In visiting the dormitories it was found that practie-

is approximately $4,500.00 still remaining in the Trust

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As you are aware, Reverend Mr, Snell and Mrs. 
Snell have been instructed to vacate the building on 
July 31, 1945, 


Mrs, Smith, who hes been acting as assistant 
matron, is willing to stay until September 1, at which 
time she will have to be Ls te as she does not 
wish to return to the school, 


Mrs. Thorpe is only acting temporarily as senior 
dietitian and another appointment will have to be made, 
to this position by September 1, 


With the exeeption of the positions mentioned 
above, all other members of the steff have intimated 
that they are willing to remain. 


By an old agreement between the New Sngland 
Company and Dr, RR. Ff. Palmer, of Brantford, the latter 
has been the medical officer for the sehool for a great 
many years. He has been allowed only $190.00 a year,- 
which amount has been paid from sehool funds - for his 
services, In case of serious illness, pupils are either 
sent to the Lady Willingdon Hospital on the Reserve or 
placed in the Brantford City Hospital. In the latter 
ease, accounts are rendered to this Branch for payment. 
Dr. Palmer is advaneing in age and has not enjoyed 
good health and, when iliness oce irs, it is frequently 
impossible to obtain his services, I feel that the 
medical services at this sehool should be handled by 
our Medical Division and the cost of doctor's services 
should be paid from the Medical Appropriation, in the 
same manner as at other Indian residential schools. 

It may not be possible to effect this change immediate- 
ly, a8, from the information I received, it is evident 
that Dr. Palmer aa the Mohawk Institute as one 
of his special duties and when he was in good health 
he visited the school at every possible opportunity,

Brantford, Feb, 22 (CP).—An in- 
spector from the Indian Affairs 
Department at Ottawa will arrive 
here early next week to conduct 
“a full investigation” into the al- 
leged lack of sufficient clothing and 
educational facilities for Indian 
children attending the Mohawk In- 
stitute, it was announced today by 
W. Ross MacDonald, Liberal mem- 
ber of Parliament for Brantford.

Mr. MacDonald said today he had

Hoey, director of Indian Affairs at 
Ottawa, and requested immediate 
nction. Mr. Hoey told him an in- 
vector would make a full investi- 
gation and consult with members 
of the Women's Council who had 
made the report 

It was pointed out that grants 
from the New England Missionary 
Society i. Great Britain, which 
wns the school lands ind build- 
Ings, were suspended following the

the attic and the upstair part of the wrk shop was found 
to be badly cluttered with old wod, broken turniture and almost 
every type of article. In previous reports I[ have recommended 
that these places be gone over and all useless material removed. 
this material has teen accumulating for quite some time, ami if a 
fire was to start in either of these places it would be vory 
airficult to subdue owing to the highly flammable material. ‘these 
should be given a thorough house-cleaning as soon as possible. 
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The mortar has become loose in some ot the bricks in the 
fireplace in the principal's apartment, this fireplece should 
not be used unless this is repaired. 


A dumb waiter was found extending trom the tasement up 
through the building, this is constructed of wood. In the event 
of rire an open flue such as this would allow it to spread from 
one floor to another very rapidly. As L have been informed that 
this is rarely used I would recommend that it be removed and 
the openings in the floorgs filled in. 


A two burner electric hot plate set up on a portable table 
wac in the kitchen of the Principal's apartment. It appears that 
this plate has to be utilized in orcer to ret suffici nt cooking 
space in this kitchen. whis set-up is very dang-rous and should 
be removed. A stove of sufficient size should be provided to 
take care of the cooking in this area. 


In ouite a number of rooms small areas of plaster has fallen 
leaving wooden lathe exposed, this should be repaired, as plaster 
will hold back fire for some time, whereas, without such protection 


fire can casily spr-~ad to concealed areas where it would spr ead 
very rapidly and he hard to subdue 


A cupboard used for storage of canned good partially blocks 
the corridor on the second tloor. Shelf space should be provided 
in one of the storage rooms and this cupboa d should be removed. 
A small wooden cupboard has been erected in the corner just out- 
Side the staff 's dining room, this is used tor storage of mops 
and cleaning material and should also be removed. ‘the storage 
of cleaning mops and material should be in metal cupboards. 


Several places throughout the building open containers are 
used for waste papers, cloged metal containers should be provided 
for this purpose. 


the valve which controls the gas for the oven of the cook 
stove wes leaking very badly, this is exceptionally dangerous and 
should te pepaired immediately.

I found only one bell situated in the main 
hall, this system is electrically controlled/ On making a test 
of the system [ found that the bell coula not be heard in 4ither 
the boys or the girls dormitories, therefore, it would be of little 
use in the time that it was needed. I made a test of every box and 
several did not work at. all. in view of the ahove conditions 1 would 
recommend that an entire sew system be installed that would awaken 
every person in the building in the event of rire or an emergency. 
hore are various types of systems in several institutions in our 
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Wede _ Esqe 


City and I would like for you «en f°iciel whom you would 
like to take with you see these érm systems and hear their 
operation. I might say that I woul. be pleased to go uth you at 
your convenience. 


The exit facilitics ws also found to be inadequate and 
contrary to safety regulations. A By-Law, Noe 2916, recently 
passed by the Corporation of the City of Brantford to govern all 
Public Halls, Schools, Churches and all places where there are 
crowds assembled, require all exit doors to open outwardly, be 
equipped with panic type hardware and be lighted with illuminated 
exit signs. I found the main entrance door, classroom doors, 
dining room doors, exit door from the sewing room, in fact 
practically all the doore except those on the fire escape, opening 
inwardly, equipped with various types of locks and no exit signs. 
I vould recommend that immediate steps be taken to have all exits 
comply with this by-law as I feel that if a fire was to occur at 


nicht under the present set-up, that there could very easily be 
serious loss of life. 


For several years we have been recommending that a proper 


fire drill be organized in this school, but apparently this has 
also been neglected. The fire drill system in our schools has 
proven that you have good control of the children by alarm signals. 
it is very essential that this be st«rted &@s soon &s possible, but, 
I realize it would be very diffieult to do without proper alarm 
Signalse This matter should be of the first to be looked after. 

In regard to fire protenction- I found that two standpipes, 
one cach end od the building with hose on each floor ond juite 
a number of extinguishers have been provided. I found that two 
lines of hose has become full of holes andwas of no use, this 
should be replaced with rubber lined 14 inch hose and I woulda 
suggest that shut-off nozzles bs provided. Two of the valves 
were broken and either need replacing o repairing. he other 
hose should be taken down and cleaned and cut ba and recoupled, 
i would be pleased to assist in this if you so d he soda 
and acid extinguishers have been recha ged on Ay 2 1945, 
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these will need recharging again next month. The vapourizing 
type of extinguishers in the kitchen and dining room were not 
working and appear to be beyond repair, and I would recommend 
that the two vapourizing type, one in the attic and one in your 
apartment be moved to the kitchen and dining room and two new 
soda andacid type be provided in their place. Most of the 
extinguishers were found sitting on the floor, these sh 

hung up with the top not over 5 feet from the floor. 

protection is arranged to give the most protection possible I 
would recommend that an organigzation be set-up among the staff as 
a@ volunteer fire brigade so that everyone would know what to do in 
case of fire and be able to operaté the protection that is 
provided. This equipment will not operate automatically and is 
only efficient if operated intellingently. 1 would be willing to 
co-operate in this set-up by helping to organize and instruct on 
the proper use of the equipment if you so desire to do so. 


Open grates, some broken were found in the classrooms, these 
appsrently we at one time used for ventilating. These places are 
not only a cateh-all for papers and other things that the pupils 
poke in them but also help to create a draft and allow fire to 
spread. These should be closed up tightly with incombustible 
materiale 


Owing to the fact that there are a number of frame buildings 
in this institution I have-instructed that there must be no 
smoking in the barns and work-shope I have given Mr. Howarth 

"NO SMOKING" signs to erect in these places. 


In submitting these recommendations, we do so, with the 
thought of making this institution and the pupils in it as sefe as 
possible.e If there are any recommendations t at you are not clear 
on I would be pleased to go into detail with you at any time. I 
would appreciate it if you would let me know what action is heing 
taken on these recommendations and the aprroximate time it will 
take to have them completed.

I have received his letter and that I hope the matters that 
ean be handled by the stafr will receive immediate attention.

et the Ontario Sehool For The Blind would certainly erouse the 
pupils when the alarm was pulled in the event of fire. In may 
opinion, in order to meke this efficient, it wul@ be necessery 
to heve o hooter in each dormitory and all the old boxe repleced 
with new ones end an additional box put in, in the boys dormitory 
on the third floor. Pert of your old system could be used for 
this set-up. I would also recom end thet the alerm system be 
connected to the Fire Station so that a bell would ring in the 
Stetion if the alarm was turned in et the Institution. This would 
bring essiestenee much sooner then if the alerm had to be telep- 
honed to the Fire Station. 
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No provision has been mede to light the sree sround 
the fire escapes et the reer of the building end as it is very 
necessery for these esenpes to be lighted so that the pupils 
will heve no dif‘ieulty in making free egress I would recomend 
thet immediate steps be taken to provide lights over these 
escepes so thet they ere fully lighted the entire night.

Accompanied by Indian Superintendent Randle I visited 
the above mentioned school on November 14th, 1947. I reviewed 
with the principal the situation that has arisen in connection 
with the green house,At once time this particular activity 
probably operated at a profit but during the last few years 
the operation of it has barely covered expenses. This condition 
is due partly to the fact that there are a large number of 
privately operated green houses in Brantford and the immediate 
vicinity and partly to the fact that it seems impossible to 
secure a qualified man who can operate the green house at a 
profit. 


At the present time the roof of this building is in 
very bad condition as nearly half of it should have new glass. 
We went through the green house and there is practically 
nothing growing in it now, 


From the point of view of training the boys, both Col. 
Randle and myself feel that its continued operation is un- 
necessary. The boys receive adequate training in both general 
agriculture and gardening from Mr. Haworth. Even though we 
fixed the roof it would require approximately $500. to heat 
this building during the winter months. 


Taking everything into consideration, both Col. Randle 
and myself feel that the operation of the green house should 
be discontinued and the building demolished using the materials 
that may be salvaged for repairs around the school or at the 
day schools on the Six Nations Reserve. 


We discussed this matter fully with Rev. Mr.Zimmerman

PURPOSE OF THE INSPECTION 


As a result of operating experience and from a report in connection with the 
building wiring, received from the Onterio Di strict Electrical Inspector, upon the 
request of the Reverend Principal, it was realized that the electrical system wes in 
need of attention. The Indien Superintendent called for tenders for doing the work, 
as outlined by the Inspector, and as the expenditure was large this Service was requested 
by the Indian Affairs Branch to inspect the instellation ani report on the situation. 


PROCEDURE 


It was indicated by comparison of the two tenders, and later confirmed, that 
each contractor had based his bid on what he thought was necessary to provide a fe 
installation with o minimum of modernization. The inspection was made in deteil with 
the intention of determining the amount of work sctuelly required. It was necessary 
to take measurements of the school as the building was not built according te architec- 
turel plans on our file. 


PLANS 


Plans will be prepared from measurements teken of the existing building and will 
show the work necessary to provide a safe installation capeble of accommodating a reason- 
able amount of expansion in the future. The plens will show all alterations and additions 
necessary at the school and out buildings including wiring, lighting fixtures and other 
equipment, All wiring aml electrical apparatus which is in good condition will be used 
where applicable. 


REPORT ON EXISTING INSTALLATION 


(a) School. 


The school consists of the original building and a new addition. A concealed 
rigid conduit wiring gystem of wiring was used in the new section and the only work 
necessary is the addition of several outlets, fixtures, rearrangement of the distributien, * 
and grounding of certein non current carrying parts of equipment used. . 


The knob and tube system of concealed wiring was used in the originel building 
and wes found to be poorly installed and from the stend point of a dafe installation for 
the institute is in very poor condition. In many cases additions to the original system 
were found to be very amateurish and crudely done with outlets lacking proper controls. 
Tn ell such lecations ami in areas where the original wiring systemwms improperly designed 
and/or installed many hazards are present which might result in serious damage te property 
and to persons oerrying out their daily duties. Certein changes made to the original 
installation, as a remlt of experienced operational di ffioulties, have been made in an 
approved manner and need no further attention. 


In some areas the lighting is poor and additionel outlets are required. The 
sewing roan ami the classrooms are in need of redesign te make the lighting miteble to 
the tasks performed as the existing bare lamps with occasional open steel refleocters 
are considered inadequate. In the interest of safety, fire escape exit lights should be 
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provided for the dormitories which are lecated on the first and second floors above the 
ground floor ani which have but one inside stairoase. 


The recently installed fire alarm sy steu was found from test, to give inade~ 
quate alerm coverage to suit all conditions in all areas and two additional alarms are 
ne A fire alarm dation should also be installed mar the Kitchen as this ares 
ie considered a potential fire source and requires resdily accessible source of alarm. 


The distritation system within the school requirss redesigning to provide for 
needed additional panel boards and to remove the hazerds of open typ fuse cutout dis- 


tribution centres. 
(bd) Out Buildings. 


The electrical installation in the buildings adjecent to the school wes in- 
vestigated and in some cases found to be in need of electrical work. 


A building has been moved on the property adjacent to the school from No. 20 
Basic Training Centre and is being converted into « classroom and boyé¢ ami girlés' re- 
creation rooms. This building requires a lighting sy ste and the service can readily be 
brought from the school distritution panel. The Horse Barn instellation is in peor con~ 
dition and requires re-wiring. The farm assisant's gall residence was wired many years 
ago and is poorly and inadequately installed with extension cords being used in an 
attempt to provide a minimum of service. Other buildings adjavent to the school require / 
a few minor changes and repairs ani will be noted on the plans. { 


(ce) Outside Distribution 


The caductor insulation on the school feeder from the supply transformer is 
in many places deteriorated to gach a degree that the copper conductors are bere and 
in the past have blown the transformer outouts causing inconveniences as maintenance on 
this equipment is by the Publio Utility. Several poles are required te replace these 
existing which are not in good condition.

It is recommried that the following work be carried mt at the Mohawk Institut

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1. Rewire the original school building where necessary, using steel outlet boxes and Bx

The present electrical system in parts is antiqueted end not done in an apprev 
manner for an institution ef this type. The wiring should be rem@died to provide a sat 
and approved system to remove the many existent hazards end the lighting should be impr 
to provide a more modern application. 


Plans sre being prepared showing what work is required tot done ani it is 
suggested that the contractors be provided with copies and asked to sulmit competitive 
tenders for doing the work as shown, The plens will spoify lighting fixtures and al) 
equipment thus providing a common concrete basis upen which the bids can be made. 
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It is brought to the attention of the Indian Affairs Brenoh, that more 
adequate protection should be provided in the laundry by using wire querds as protectors

My first impresssion especially when 
going through the dormitories and the playroom was a 
sense of depression. It is the old story of noticing 
children wandering without any purpose whatsoever during 
their free time. This can have a very baneful effect on 
their character and on their immediate conduct,

Two of the dormitories are rather badly 
served by two dormer windows and a fire escape door. I 
believe, these dormitories handle as many pupils as wisdom 
will allow. There has been a question of double decker 
beds in some of the dormitories. We have placed some of 
these beds in some schools and have been satisfied with 
them, where the supervision is adequate. Where the 
supervision is somewhat lax, probably due to the lack of 
personnel, I would be reluctant to recommend this type of 
bedding. It might be wise to attempt a troa1 period before 
going all out for this system. There is a great deal of 
space lost in the middle of this school. This is due, I 


—f 
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believe to the fact that the Principal would be reluctant 
to have dormitories above his own living quarters. I think 
it would be wise to have other quarters for the Principal 
and to use the school to full advantage. There would be 
adequate space for bathroom facilities for the boys and 
girls dormitories if use were made of this space. 


I would recommend that Mr. Buck be asked to 
have this surveyed to ascertain the cost of making these 
changes. I do not see any possibility with the present 
set-up of improving the toilet facilities in the dormitories. 
The present system has nothing in it that is recommendable 
especially in the boys dormitory. The toilet is open 
and very close to the beds. This should be eliminated 
and it could be done by a re-arrangement of the beds. 
Any change, however, would be of a temporary nature and 
would not rectify the faults that exist in the set-up. 
As mentioned above, a thorough survey should be made by 
the Engineering Branch. 


Mr. Randle is expected to make a report also 


on this condition and also to secure prices for temporary 
changes that would seem imperative.
